Private Tours Israel 




Bethlehem, which means house of bread in Hebrew, is of course famous for being the 
birthplace of Jesus, as well as being King David's hometown. The tour will start at Manger 
Square where one of the world's oldest churches still stands - The Church of the Nativity. 
Below this you'll see a grotto and find the exact location where it is believed that Jesus was 
born. Also in this area is the Church of St. 



Catherine and the Milk Grotto, where it is said that Mary nursed Jesus as a baby. Still in 
Bethlehem you'll see the Shepherd's Fields and the local church. Drive through the Judean 
desert; stop for a view of the Good Samaritan Inn. Short stop at sea-level and continue to 
Jericho - the oldest city in the world. Stop at Zacheus Sycamore and for an overview of Mt. 
of Temptation. Visit the Mount of ancient Jericho where 25 ancient cities were uncovered. 

Two Day Tours Jerusalem, Massada, Dead Sea 
Program: 

Combining the major historical sites in Jerusalem with a visit 
to the lowest point on earth and its unique attractions. 




Day 1: Route identical to tour No. 222 - Jerusalem Old & New. Tour begins with a 
panoramic view of Jerusalem. Continue for a walking tour of the Old City which includes 
Mount Zion, the Cardo, Via Dolorosa (The Stations of the Cross], the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre and the Western (Wailing] Wall. In the afternoon, visit Yad Vashem Holocaust 
Museum*. Overnight in Jerusalem. 

Day 2: Route identical to tour No. 130 - Massada & Dead Sea. Drive via the Judean Desert to 
the Dead Sea area. Visit Massada (ascend/descent by cable car], the fortress of King Herod 
and the last stronghold of the Zealots. Continue along the shores of the Dead Sea (the 
lowest point on earth] to Ein Gedi Spa to enjoy its therapeutic qualities and float on the rich 
mineral water of the Dead Sea. Accommodation: HB (dinner & breakfast]. 

Single Supplement: $45. 

High Season Supplement: $45 p.p. 

Remarks: Different combination is possible. Tours of holy sites require modest Dress 
(shoulder covering; no shorts]. *Yad Vashem is closed on Saturdays and Holidays. As a 
substiute, an extra site will be given.
